It is one of the major beach resorts of the Netherlands; it 
has a long sandy beach, bordered by coastal dunes. It is 
also the site of the country's most important auto racing 
circuit, Circuit Zandvoort. 

There is a nudist beach located about 2 km to the South, 
there are 6 cafés /restaurants.

History: 


Zandvoort was known to exist as far back as 1100 AD, when it was called 
““Sandevoerde”’,, a combination of "sand" and "voorde", meaning ford. se ah Ss 
The Village was dependent on fishing for many centuries until the 19th century, when Sasa" 9 0ei% 
it started to transform itself into a seaside resort, following the pattern set by similar 
towns in the United Kingdom. 

In 1828, the first resort was inaugurated. In the middle of the same century, potato iss, 
cultivation started in the dunes. A popular seaside 
In 1881, the railway station near the coast opened, followed by a tram connection to for Europeans. 
Haarlem in 1899, which greatly increased access to the beach for tourists. 

In 1905, one of the earliest Dutch fictional films was shot in the town. 

During World War II, Zandvoort was heavily damaged. On May 23, 1942, beach access was no longer 
permitted and several months later the town was almost completely vacated. Resorts and avenues were 
demolished to make way for the coastal fortifications of the Atlantic Wall. 

After the war, the town's growth accelerated, matching the growth in tourism.

However in the 1973 race, disaster struck. In a race, that was thought to be one of the most well organized 
Grands Prix yet seen in Zandvoort, it was actually disorganization and a 
total lack of clear communication, that would be ultimately responsible for 
what was to happen. 

On the eighth lap of the race, Briton Roger Williamson, in only his second 
ever Formula One race, crashed heavily near Tunnel Oost and his car

it. And thus did not know that a second driver had been involved. As a 
result, the race continued at full pace while Purley desperately tried to 
save the life of Williamson. Due to a group of race officials standing 
around Williamson's burning car doing absolutely nothing to help and 
even hindering the situation, by throwing away the fire extinguisher 
Purley was using. Purley was later on awarded the George Medal for his 
actions. The race was won by Tyrrell driver Jackie Stewart (who broke 
Jim Clark's record for the most career Grand Prix victories that weekend) 
and his teammate Francois Cevert finished 2nd; but no one felt like 
celebrating; it was one of the darkest moments in the history of the sport. 
On 14 May 2019, it was announced that the race would return in 2020 after a 35-year hiatus. 





Zandvoort continues to be a maj or Dutch resort location, where 
ay f nearly half of all employment 1s related to tourism.
